ly very little affected by the denuding 
agencies of frost and walter, as any 
one may see from the cutting of the 
Camp road, below the cricket ground. 
It might also be deemed advisable to 
chain the river both at its mouth and 
at the forks at the ,top of Murphy’s 
Island; these might be’'supplied with 
torpedos—by this means the forts 
would be greatly aided.’ It will no 


‘doubt be said that this looks-very well 


on paper—but would the Imperial 
(Government not grudge the expense ? 
We would ma@ly point to the fact 
that the estimated cost of the defences 
at Bermuda is $1,400,000, of .which 
$175,000 was voted for the servic® of 
the year 1865-6 ; and for Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick the estimate is 
$950,000, of which $175,00 was like- 
wise voted for. 1865-6; during the 
same session $50,000 was granted to 
the ‘Mauritius, and enormous sums 
have been expended on Quebec. We 
have not the means at hand to. know 
what was spent on these fortifications 
last year; but this we know that the 
works are still going on. At the pres- 
ent time, too, there are no less than 
the service companies of 14 regiments 
of the line in thé Eastern provinces, 
besides local militia and volunteers.
